discoverer. The energies of Mr. 


1'ogson were mainly confined, during 
the days in February and March when 
he was engaged in exploring the new 
wonder, to tho work of ascertaining as 


might be its position, and prob- 


able orbit. lie has, however, already 
noticed ono peculiarity in Vera whieii 
will Ixi understood by the least scien- 
t i f i c of readers. 
TUB magnitude of the 


ar lluctuates, as he declares, unmis- 


takably from night to uight, and for 
this apparently capricious behavior ho is 


t no loss to suggest a reason. 
He 


does not, indeed, yield to tho tempta- 
tion ol'supposing that the shape of the 
heavenly body is flat, so that wlien it is 
standing edge-ways, like Bob A'crcs, it 
presents a smaller surface to the vision; 
but he thinks that the two sides of the 
planet are not equally rellectivj of light, 


ud this is a theory very easily to be be- 


lieved, for it tho one of its hemispheres 
were chielly of ice and the other ehielly 
of dark-colored rock, there might bu a
